THE BEET SUGAR INDUSTKT. 

One of the coming indiHtrit-s of 
this country is the beet augar busi- 
ness, and it was with reference to 
giving protection to this industry as 
well as the cane ciugar buslneaa tbat 
tbe sugar acheilules of tbe Dingley 
tariff ware framed. ▲ cloea azanii- 
nation will rareal tha fact that tbe 
preeenl taritt schedules on sugar 
were obviously made in tha interest 
of tha boaia angar planter rather than 
the sugar refiner or the trust, for 
nearly all sugar refioiog in tbi^^ coun- 
try, ia doaa by tb4 ccmbinatioB of 
refiners kiii wn Ra the Sutiar Trust. 
Tlie tariff on raw sugar has been in- 
eraaaed over 60 'per oaat. o?ar the 

Wilson law, while the ''deffcrtMitinl" 
tliat is tbe dilXereace between the 
tariff OB raw a^ lataad aagar haa 
been reduced from HH fn cent, to 
12 '« per cent. Tbe coat d refining 
sugar is said to be 's cent a pound, 
and under tbe new tariff the tariff on 
refined sugar is about 12 '» per cent, 
more, or >« of a cent more per pound 
than on raw augar. Tbe Uriff on 
all reflnad angan haa been greatly 
reduced from tbe Wilson schedule. 
Tbe bill in short puta an inoriaae on 
raw sugars, but givea the trn^ much 
less prutertion than before. 

A few figures will display tbe wis- 
dom of thia aagar tariff. ^Iie total 
consiimptloa of sugar in (his conn y 
for tbe year was 3,0»3,8iu 

tons, aqaal to a ooaduaptloa of 63 
pounds by every ntrson. Of this 
amount 1,739,313/tens were iui- 
ported, onr domewe pcodaetioa be- 
ing only ^•'i 1 . 500 ions. It is to in- 
crease the home iiroduction tbat the 
Kepublieans daine, and tbey have 
taken tbe moat esective way to do it. 
Duriiig tlic lasi sixteen yeara only 
one-taath of the «ug*{^uo«? *» 
thia country has „, j,j.,„„^. 
and during th>i\^yabddlv iujur^',)' 
haa paid annually oneVi^ mill- 
ions of dollars to foreign countrktut 
for sugar, nearly aixtem hundred 
millions ot dollars in only sixteen 
yeara. This money, or the burger 
part of tt, abould ba kaptrin the 
United Slates and be <li8tributed 



among our planters, labored, manu- 
faotorara, railraada, ate / 

The two sources of sugar are sugar 
cane and sugar beets. Germany i^ 
tha grant beet augar oooatiy, manu- 
facturing in 1894 the etormous 
aiuouut of 1,800,000 tons, and it sold 
to Amariea during tbe year 1886 
fiOO.CXXTtoaa. Thuaof tbe 1,736,313 
tons of augar imported into this 
country during 1896, nearly one- 
third waa German beet augar. Be- 
sides Germany, Franca and Anatro 
Hungary are enormoua producers of 
licet sugar. AU Suropa prodacad io 
1H'J4 4,7M,000ton8. 

'I'lic tariff now in force «u iiif^reaseH 
the duty on raw sugar, tbe actual in 
crease baing nearly Ji of oaa cant 
per pound, that great inducements 
are offered to tbe extension of tbe in 
dustry ia thia^oaatry aad tha fact 
tliat the tariff will remain in force ii 
least four years will give beet sugar 
manufacturera oonfldenoato auibathe 
enormous inveatments that sre re- 
quired to build beet sugar mills, 
The soil and climate of a large part 
of the ( nited States is particularly 
adapted to the raising of sugar beets 
and they prove a valuable crop to tbe 
farmer. Southern New York, Ohio 
ladiana and the Central states in the 
Kame latitude. Western Kentucky 
part af Colorado, New Mazioo, 
bonthem California and many othar 
fit.ites nu'l uurtii of -ttate^ ara avttad 
to tbe growth of tbe sugar beet. 

The expansion of this vast indus- 
try in the Unitad States so that we 
may raise our own augar inatead of 
buying it, is a poaalbilily under tha 
Ota^ tariff.
